KENTUCKY DEATH RATE 

14.3 PER 1,000 POPULATION 

During January, Februury, March 
and April the death rate in Ken- 
tucky was 14.3 per 1.000 of popu- 
lation, us shown by the report of 
the Bureau of Vital Statistics of 
the State Board of Health just 
published. Deaths for the four 
month.-, excluding stillbirths, total- 
ed 11,386. 

The greutest number of deaths, 
3,248, wus of persons 65 years old 1 
und over. Deaths of infants under j 
1 year totaled 1,937, and those of j 
children from 1 to 5 years totaled 

ns. 

Pneumonia took the largest toll 
of any disease, 1,639 deaths being j 
charged up to this malady. Tuber- j 
evloats cluimed the next lurgest : 
number of victims, 1,512. Measles, 
winch was epidemic in many parts 
of the State and materially infer- I 
ed with school attendance, followed 
third with 529. 

Among other deaths attributed to 
preventible causes were the follow- j 
ing: Violence, 449; whooping 
cough, 121; pellagra, 80; diphther- i 
ia, 93; scarlet fever, 13; nontuber- I 
culur meningitis , 178; typhoid j 
fever, 1(10; lagrippe, 372; smallpox, 
2; hydrophobia, 1; mularia, 32; 
infantile pa ru lysis, 11; syphilis, 394.

BUSINESS BASIS 

Fnrmers who lament the exodus 
from the farms to the cities may be 
surprised at being told that they 
may be surprised at being told that 
they themselves are largely to 
blame, yet «ueh is the cusp. They 
are at fault, in that they have fail 
ed to deal with hired help and 
renUrs on a business bnsis. 

Let us illustrate: 

Mr. Thompson, who owns n large 
farm, takes John Smith as his hind 
help and installs him and Me fam- 
ily in a tenant house on the estate 
He ngrees to give Smith his hou-e 
rent, garden, truck patch, fire wood 
and cow pasture, with perhaps oth- 
er "favors," to gether with a very 
modernte wage for time actually put 
in at work. Generally speaking, this 
wage is somewhere n round a dollni 
a day, in somq .sections, of the coun- 
try more. 

Smith works for a year. He puis 
in possibly two hundred and fifty 
days. At the end of that time he 
lakes stock of his earnings, and 
right at this point is where the 
I trouble comes. Smith can sec noth- 
ing for tits year'- work but $250,000. 
He has come to regurd the other 
ileiMs in the contract las "free fav- 
ors," and consequently values them 
lightly, lie bears of his neighbor. 
Tom Jones, who has gone to town 
or the city and is making good 
wages— $2.00 or $2.50 a day. Hi- 
own enrnings look too puny to suit 
him, and to town he goes, only to 
find that for the "free favors" hf 
has valued so lightly in the country, 
the best part -of his earnings in 
town must be pnid. However, be 
has made the move,' and rather 
than be classed as unstable, o^ un- 
reliable, in town he stay*. 

If Mr. Thompson, in contracting 
with Smith, had said plainly, "Your 
house rent" is worth so much per 
month, your fire wood so much per 
cord, your cow pasture so much," 
and so on through the list of "fav- 
ors," the whole matter would hnve 
worn a very different aspect, and 
Smith would huve seen that instead 
of being hurd his lot was a very- 
easy one. 

When the employer and help on 
the farms learn to place their deal- 
ings on u sensible business basis a 
big improvement will be the result, 
and more men will stay on the 
farms. N

HIGH TAX ON BOOZE 

Prohibition legislation was ap- 
proved by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee as a new feature of the War 
Tnx Bill. Prohibitive taxes upon 
distillation of whisky and other 
spirits for beverage purposes, with 
a ban upon their importation, were 
agreed upon by n substantial major- 
ity of the committee. General sus- 
pension of beverage production by 
disUllation nnd use of liquor now in 
bonded warehouses probably would 
be the effect of the new tax .section 
if enacted into law. Curtailment of 
liquor consumption during the war 
and conservation of foodstuffs used 
in manufacturing distilled spirits, 
Chairman Simmons suid, constitut- 
ed the dual object of the committee 
in adopting the substitutes for the 
House rates. Manufacture of alco- 
hol for industrial, mechanical or 
medicinal purposes would not be 
effected.

LET UTILITY RULE THE FAIRS 

In the preparations for the var- 
ious state und county fairs to be 
hcltl (his full, it will be well if we 
all stop nntl consider the question 
of exhibits. f 

Heretofore exhibitors • ut these 
fairs have been inspired by one con- 
trolling ambition — to have the best 
possible specimen on exhibition, 
frequently regardless of the cost. 

This year the item of cost should 
receive careful uttentiou. Espec- 
ially is this true in the case of 
live stock exhibits. 

If there were any means of ns- 
MTtaining the amount of feefl con- 
sumed in this country annually by 
"show" stock, with little if any re- 
turn in actual market value, we 
would doubtless be amazed at the 
ouuntitv. Stock of nil kinds — 
horses, cattle, sheep, hogs and 
poultry — are fed up, petted and 
pampered, with no purpose of real 
efficiency or actual market value, 
but purely for show. And fre- 
quently the cost of producing the 
specimen is out of all proportion 
to the real value. 

Such a practice should be dis- 
sournged this year. No person 
should lavish feed and care upon 
any animal with any other object 
in veiw save to get u bona fide re- 
turn in dollars and cents — that is, 
in actual value that could be con- 
verted into money, and that at a 
profit. 



For instance, the average hog 
reaches the maximum of profitable 
growth at from 400 to 500 pound-. 
Frequently any additional weight 
is procured not only without profit, 
but at a loss. The same hold, 
goods in other lines. 

The object to lie aimed at this 
year is to see that every dollar's 
worth of feed consumed shall yield 
more than u dollar's worth of the 
animal to which it is fed. Any 
other course is waste, which is in- 
! excusable while our country is ut 
'war and sorely in need of every 
ounce of farm production.

Fire Protection Versus Insurance. 

One serious drawback to the heal- 
i thy growth and development of the 
I average town is the absence of 
[adequate protection from loan by 
J fire. Too munv nre content to seek 
protection through insurance, when 
the sonsiblc course would be to moke 
'fire practically impossible. 

This is not snid with any intent 
jto decry the business of the insur- 
j ance compnnines, but rather ns nn 
aid to them in the efforts they are 
nil making to impress upon the 
people the great necessity for ade- 
quate protection. Contrary to the 
liclicf of many people, it is the de- 
sire of the companies that the 
very best possible protection be 
furnished, for while reducing the 
i rate and consequent cost of insur- 
ance, it also practically eliminates 
j the risk, resulting in a decided sav- 
ing to the companies. 

The writer MM in mind a town of 
1 about 2,000 inhabitants that, al- 
though there is a river flowing di- 
rectly through the corporate limits, 
.baa not the faintest approach to 
fire protection. It has a system of 
water works that furnishes water 
for domestic purposes, but not a 
fire plug or n foot of hose is to 
be found in the town. This town 
within the past fifteen years has 
hud three disastrous fires, each one 
resulting in losses that ran into the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Its insurance rates are ns high 
as an angry cat's back, ranging 
from $1.50 to $3.50, yet its people 
have persistently refused to instnll 
an Magnate water svstem. Follow- 
ing its last bi<r tire, which consumed 
nn entire block of fine brick busi- 
ness houses, there were strong 
threats of the insurance comnnnii's 
withdrawing from the town. 

The town is ideally located, in n 
rich mining and timber country, and 
but for the aputhy of its citizens 
could take high rank as a manufac- 
turing center. But live business 
men pass it up, ns they will pass 
Hp all towns of its class. 

But the one vital reason why 
full fire protectoin should be install- 
ed is that the unprotected town is 
the paradise of the fire bug — the 
man who regards the insurance 
companies as his best customers. 
Many u bnnkrupt stock of worth- 
less goods has thus been disposed 
of because its owner knew that all 
he had to do was to sturt a blaze, 
when it would be impossible to 
quench it. 

One of the first improvements de- 
manded of any town that would 
upiie to a healthy growth is an up 
to date sy-tcm of fire protection. 

We are glad to state that Mt. 
Sterling has a splendid water sys- 
tem and our fire >5c|>ai intent as 
!food as any city in the state the 
size of this- one.

KENTUCKY 125 YEARS OLD 

One hundred and twenty-five 
years ago, Friday, June 1, the Stnte 
of Kentucky was admitted into the 
Union, making the fifteenth State. 
It was only through the delay of 
Virginia in recognising the inde- 
pendence that the State failed'- to 
take her place along the side of 
the thirteen original colonies. 

During her existence aa a State 
Kentucky has played an importnnt 
part in the Nation's historr, not 
only in peace, but also in war. 
Every war in which the 1'nited 
Stutes has been engaged Kentucky 
ha.< borne her share of the burden. 

In the War of 1812 it was large- 
ly through the ability of the Ken- 
tucky sharpshooters that the impor- 
tant battle of New Orleans wns 
won, which was virtually the only 
victory of the war. Kentuckians 
also gave a good account of them- 
selves in the war with Mexico. In 
the Civil War the State declared 
her neutrality, but what could be 
more natural when one considers 
that n Kentuckinn wns at the head 
( eaeh Government. 

Although Kentucky took neither 
side in the great international con- 
flict, nevertheless furnished her 
quotn of men, sending more sol- 
diers to the Union Army than the 
State of Vermont and more to the 
Southern side than Georgia. 

It was a Kentuckinn who first 
scaled the diuy heights of Mount 
Chnpultepcc and planted the Unit- 
ed States flag on its summit; it 
was a Kentuckinn, Cassius M. Clay, 
who led the abolitionists in the 
South; it was a Kentuckian who 
postponed the Civil War ten years 
and ~~u6u tiie wiruggie nt last came 
it was a Kentuckian who pre-en- 
ed the Union.
